Deputy Attorney-General of Al- 
berta Makes Statement 
on Subjectf 



Calgary, Alta., June 21. — S. B. Woods 
deputy attorney-general of the pro- 
vince, discussing the alleged lumber 
combine, said that some misconcep- 
tion existed ns to tho altitude and duty 
of the Dominion government In such 
matters. The house of commons had 
at the instance of one of its members 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the charge that combine existed. That 
committee had taken a lot Of evidence 
and had reported that in Its opinion 
an unlawful combination did exist. At 
this point, said Mr. Woods, the rela- 
tion of the Dominion government to 
the matter ceased. The evidence had 
hem printed and nn unrevlsed copy of 
it had recently been received by him 
from Ottawa, but Ottawa could do no 
more. The deputy attorney-general 
expressed the opinion that the attitude 
of Hon A. I!. Aylesworth to the ques- 
tion had been the only one open for 
him to take. The administration of 
the criminal law was In the hands of 
the province, and it was through the 
criminal end.- that any unlawful com- 
bination must be attacked. Mr. Ayles- 
worth had said that the matter was 
now entirely in the hands of the prov- 
incial authorities and In this he was 
undoubtedly right. 

Asked ua to whal the provincial 
government intended doing about it. 
Mr. Woods said that he was now busy 
reading evidence taken by the com"- 
mlttee with a view to deciding whether 
an Indlctmenl should be brought, and, 
if so. In what form and agiilnst whom 
It should be laid. The evidence was 
very heavy and would take some time 
to read. He would advise the gov- 
ernment at the earliest possible date 
as to what course should, In his opin- 
ion, be pursued.

A GROWING TIME. 

So far this your people have been 
coming into Canada by way of t lie At- 
lantic ports at the rate of one thou- 
sand a day. How many are coming 
from south of the boundary line we are 
not Informed, but they are many. 
Practically all these people will be- 
come producer:; of wealth. The ma- 
jority of them are .seeking the soil, 
where they will produce those things 
which l he world needs. This is a 
splendid state of tilings. Canada has 
been discovered, and the world is has- 
tening to lake possession of the new 
land of promise. 

In our own province the outlook is of 
tile most encouraging nature. There 
are opportunities at every hand. If 
people wish to do anything, now is the 
time to do it, for there is no need of 
waiting until the prospects are bright- 
er. They never were any brighter in 
any age of the world or in any coun- 
try, so let us all act accordingly. We 
do not suggest that this is a time for 
inflation. It is not. It is a time for 
the intelligent utilization of the great 
resources and the matchless opportun- 
ities, which are available. Professor 
Saunders, of the Experimental farm 
told a Vancouver Interviewer that the 
price of farm lands was too high on 
Vancouver Island. Of course values 
are relative, but we strongly advise 
people, who have more property than 
they care to hold to place it on the 
market at a price that will bear Inves- 
tigation. There are so many chances 
to use money profitably that a land- 
owner can afford to sell at moderate 
prices because he can turn his cash 
to other profitable purpose. 

There Is a shortage of labor, but this 
.means that there is a plethora of work. 
Instead of lamenting this, as many do, 
let us try to think what it means. It 
signifies that every one who wants to 
work can get something to do at good 
wages, very good wages In the major- 
ity of cases. Why should we lament 
over such a state of things'.' 

This being a growing time, it seems 
to the Colonist, that now is our oppor- 
tunity to advance all great undertak- 
ings upon which t he future of our 
city depends. Among these is rail 
connection with the Mainland. It 
would be criminal to allow the pres- 
ent growing time to pass without se- 
curing the beginning of this great pro- 
ject. By and bye times will get hard. 
• They always do. Let us not wait until 
then to strive for the accomplishment 
of a public work, which will make 
Victoria the premier city in Western 
.Canada.

A BAD ROAD 

The attention of the City Council 
Is directed to that piece of road be- 
tween the crossing of the E. .t H. rail- 
way tracks ami the city limits. In 
the first place it is exceedingly rough. 
In the next, it is exceedingly dirty. In 
the next, the ditch on each side, which 
is partly obscured by bushes and 
ferns, is exceedingly dangerous. One| 
night not long ago a hack was being 
driven along this road, when the horses 
took alarm, and springing to one side, 
the wheels were thrown into the ditch 
and only by great good luck was a 
serious accident averted. Some day 
tlie city may have a line bill el' dam- 
ages to pay by reason of an accident 
in that vicinity. 

Attention is also directed to tlie rock 
which juts out from the side of tlie 
road at the foot of the hill going up 
to the city limits. This rock hides 
the view of tlie street, one half of 
which is taken up by the electric rail- 
way track. In these days of motors 
there Is great danger of collisions here, 
or if not collisions, of horses be- 
coming frightened by having a motor 
come, quickly upon them. if this 
should happen when a ear was on the 
track, the horse, If skittish, might do 
a great deal of damage. Tlie rock 
should be blasted away. 



A GRATIFYING CHANGE 

The announcement that the mining 
companies operating J.t Rossland have 
voluntarily Increased the wages of the 
men employed Is a most noteworthy 
incident, demonstrating most eloquent- 
ly the great change which has come 
over affairs in this province In a. lew 
years. It seems only yesterday that 
conditions in British Columbia were 
most unsatisfactory. Political turmoil 
prevailed, capital had lost confidence 
in tho country to a considerable de- 
gree, labor troubles were frequent, 
and, generally, things were in a bad 
way. Few will be inclined to dispute 
that those who were In any way re- 
sponsible for the elimination of those 
unsatisfactory conditions and the ush- 
ering in of better times arc entitled 
to a considerable amount of credit. 
Our Liberal friends arc constantly 
proclaiming that the great prosperity 
prevailing in Canuda Is due to the cir- 
cumstance that a Liberal government 
is in office at Ottawa. By an applica- 
tion of tho same rules of logic which 
enables them to arrive at that Opinion, 



At this time, when we have a prince 
of the royal family of Japa-n with us, 
it may not be amiss to consider what 
may be the sen-el of that nation's 
wonderful progress. It can be ex- 
pressed in one word, "Education," and 
the authority for that statement is no 
less a personage fhan Marquis Ito, 
Who perhaps more than any other man 
contributed to the inauguration of tho 
movement, tho result of which is 
amazing the world today. The Japan- 
ese were just as courageous, just as 
Industrious, just as indifferent to 
death, just as loyal to their sovereign 
thirty years ago as they are today. 
Hut they were not so well educated in 
those things which make for national 
progress. A generation ago some wise 
statesmen and a wise monarch saw- 
that the time had come when Japan 
hail to arouse- herself from tho apathy 
of centuries, and the iirst requisite 
for that purpose was the education of 
the people. There is nothing more 
astonishing in all history in tlie way in 
which this was accomplished. It was 
first necessary to Inspire the people 
with confidence. This was done by 
the abolition of the feudal system. It 
took England three centuries to get 
rid of that form of social organiza- 
tion. Germany began the process cen- 
turies ago and lias not freed herself 
from it yet. Japan accomplished the 
reform in three years, and without tlie 
drawing of a sword. It was a remark- 
able thing. Then the nation began to 
go to school. It studied overythi-ns 
from cotton-spinning to Christianity. It 
studied the art of war, and also the 
art of taking care of those who suffer- 
ed from the effects of war. It studied 
the arts of peace. What a Japanese 
could not learn satisfactorily at school, 
he was content to learn In some one's 
kitchen. Knowledge was what he 
wanted He had been told that knowl- 
edge would rejuvenate his nation, and 
lie set out to acquire knowledge. Just | 
as when he was told that the honor of j 
Ids country required him to face cer- 
tain death on the battlefield lie wi i.: 
forward and died, so bavins' been 
told that his country would become 
great in proportion as its people be- 
came educated, he went out and got an 
education. 

The people of America affect a feel- 
ing of superiority over the Japanese. 
European people do not; but with all 
the vastness of America and the im- 
mensity of tlie material problems with 
which we have to deal, we are In some 
tilings very provincial, and one of 
them Is tin.- 'notion that, in some mys- 
terious manner, wdiile people are the 
superiors of all other people. It seems 
very difficult for us lo get over tills 
feeling in respect to the Japan 
Is not as pronounced in Canadi 
tlie United States, but it is found in 
both countries. We tlo not claim to 
be more honest, more enterprising, 
more plucky, more anything else, but 
we think ourselves the superior race. 
Perhaps we are, but that remains to 
be proved. Meanwhile we mig 



arising from a low standard of public 
morality. We cannot get rid of these 
problems by shutting our eyes to them. 
They are growing more and more 
serious every day. Thoy aro fast un- 
fitting us for competition with the 
awakening people of t he Orie nt. 
HER MAJESTY THE ROSE 

As the rain falls equally upon tlie 
just and unjust, so - does the rose, 
Queen of Flowers, bloom and send 
forth Its fragrance regardless of 
whether or no that mead of apprecia- 
tive recognition of her sweetness 
which is her due be forthcoming. But 
are wo not as a community neglect- 
ful of a duty In this regard? Should 
there not be some occasion fixed when 
a universal tribute would be paid to 
recognition of tho prodigality Nature 
displays in bestowing upon Beautiful 
Victoria a wealth of floral growth un- 
equalled perhaps in any other city on 
the face of the globe'.' In a very vague 
and misty fashion we have an idea how 
some such sort of tribute could be 
conveyed — if such an expression is jus- 
tifiable when dealing with a thing oth- 
er than human. We are so blessed by 
Nature in respect to abundance, that 
In the eternal fitness of things due 
homage, born of a spirit of thankful- 
ness and appreciation, should be ex- 
pressed in some concrete form. An 
Imaginative picture of what might oc- 
cur presents itself: (m a set day each 
year Victoria gives itself over to the 
pleasing task of worshipping at the 
shrine of Her Majesty the Rose. Our 
homes, our business premises, every 
place where men do congregate, 
breathe tlie perfume of the rose. A 
parade Is held, children clad in white, 
wearing wreaths of roses, are at the 
head of the procession, and a line of 
vehicles following are similarly docor- 
corated. The city churches on the 
Sunday are idled with tlie scent of the 
roses which, in lavish abundance, are 
used with charming and picturesque 
effect to adorn the houses of worship. 
Special sermons, dealing with the 
Lesson of the Flowers, are preached, 
and the occasion made one of general 
rejoicing at the beneficent wisdom of 
God In giving His people so exquisite 
a reminder of the Omnipotence of the 
Power which creates all things to His 
own ends. The thought is one quite 
outside of .and beyond those things 
which engage the attention of most of 
us employed In the busy marts of men, 
but some lines by William Wordsworth 
seem to express quite adequately what 
we would like to convey.

bia. Tho Incident is doubly welcome 
In that it Implies not only another op- 
portunity to attract the attention of 
capitalists, but that the time has pass- 
ed when those who pretend to knowl- 
edge of Canada can afford to neglect 
giving duo consideration to the re- 
sources of this great province.

Things Are Well in Hand For 
Display At Eastern 
Fairs 



Twenty-four feet of space has boon 
reserved at the exhibition in Winni- 
peg, Brandon and Iteglna for the fruit 
und flower display from Victoria and 
district. The exhibitions will extend 
from July 13, when the Winnipeg ono 
expires the latter part of August. The 
preparation of the exhibit is ono of the 
hardest problems this year owing to 
the dryness of the season. The fact 
that tile lirst of the exhibitions opens 
two weeks earlier than usual Is also 
a detriment. All that can bo shown 
are the early varieties. At the same 
time with the flowers, shrubs and 
bulbs the exhibit should attract as 
much attention to this district as that 
prepared by the B. ('. Fruit Growers' 
association did to the province. 

of tiie small fruit prepared in bot- 
tles, there lias been quite a collection 
made. Over seventy jare have been put 
up, some of them standing over two 
feet In height. The fruit is of the 
finest character possible und Is all 
grown In the immediate vicinity of this 
city. 

Some of these jars win be on exhi- 
bition at the Tourist Association rooms 
after tomorrow. 

A thorough canvass of the orchards 
has been made and the promise se- 
cured of specimens ■ of all fruit now 
growing. 

People are not taking as much In- 
terest In the financial end of the affair 
as the committee would wish. While 
some few contributions have been re- 
ceived, very few have spontaneously 
come forward as has been done In 
other places. 

The committee will find It difficult, 
hampered by the lack of monev, to pre- 
pare an exhibit which will excel those 
from other places where the public 
show a greater disposition to aid. As 
an example of what competition will be 
encountered, a member of the com- 
mittee instanced Nelson, B. C. At a 
recent meeting at the board of trade, 
there It was stated that the local real 
estate agents had subscribed about 
$1,000, for an exhibit. All the business 
men wore Joining In the enterprise and 
the committee would have lots of 
funds with which to prepare a splen- 
did exhibit of the resources of West 
Kootenay. 

As the local tourist association is 
bearing nearly $700 of the cost or the 
exhibit the demand upon the. local pub- 
lie is not so great as It Is in other 
places, but subscriptions are necessary. 
People who have fruit in private gar- 
dens and orchards are requested to 
leave specimens at the tourist associa- 
tion rooms between now and Wednes- 
day of next week. 

Thirty large pictures of scenes 
around Victoria which will accompany 
exhibit have been ordered by the tour- 
ist association.

HAVE NATIVE BISHOP 



Dr. Honda Was Recently Elect- 
ed To Position and 
Consecrated 



Rev. Drs. Carman and Sutherland, 
genera! superintendent and .secretary 
respectively of the Methodist church in 
Canada, who returned from Tokio by 
the R. M. S. Empress of Japan yes- 
terday, have been taking part In a 
notable event, the first Methodist con- 
ference held in Japan, when the church 
work in Japan was turned over to 
native administration, and Dr. Y. 
Honda was elected as the lirst Japan- 
ese bishop by 42 votes of a total of 
fifty delegates. He was consecrated 
at Acyama, the sermon being i preach- 
ed by white-haired Bishop Wilson, 
who Is in his 73rd year, and has been 
fifty years In the ministry. 

Dr. Honda, who is the first native 
candidate in Japan, or the Far East, to 
be promoted to episcopal office, was 
born at Hirosakl in 1848. He was 
converted' at the age of 24 and lias 



served the church faithfully since that 
time, both as educator and minister. 
At lirst it was his Intention to devote 
himself to politics, but this purpose- 
was abandoned ill 1SSS when he de- 
cided to devote himself to church 
work. He was elected president oD 
Aoyama Gakuin In 1890 and besides 
his duties in connection with the col- 
lege and with his own conference has 
served In oflicial capacity under the 
V. M. C. A. and other organizations. 
The bishop has made a number of 
visits to America and Europe either 
for the prosecution of his studies or 
as a representative of Christian in- 
terests. He is a man of unquestioned 
piety, gentle disposition, good execu- 
tive ability and wide Influence. As a 
leader of a united organization, dur- 
ing its first period of history, Bishop 
Honda, because of his tactfulness and 
breadth of spirit, will, it is consider- 
ed, prove himself admirably titled for 
the difficult task entrusted to him by 
the conference.

JAPANESE HUNG 
' A FIRM ATTITUDE 

On Part of Their Country in Con- 
nection With the San 
Francisco Affair . 



Advices were received by the steamer 
Empress of Japan, which reached port 
yesterday that Messrs. Yamaoka o£ the 
Japanese Association at Seattle and 
Sfamada.'of San Francisco, are at 
Tokio endeavoring to rouse public 
opinion in, Japan against America. 
They have been appealing to the elder 
statesmen, Japanese chambers of com- 
merce and ministers. Yamaoka Ota- 
kiehl, of Seattle, in an interview with 
Viscount Hayashl, foreign minister, 
urged the adoption of proposals that 
Japan reject the American-Japanese 
treaty mutually restricting Immigra- 
tion; that the latter part of article 11 
of the commercial treaty he deleted 
when the treaty Is revised in 1909, this 
passage being tile stipulations ot the 
article shall not affect "the laws, 
ordnances and regulations" in regard 
to Immigrants and other matters, 
■which are In force or may hereafter 
he enacted in either ot the two coun- 
tries," and that commissioners should 
be sent to California by the Tokio gov- 
ernment to investigate the matter on 
the spot. 

in reply Viscount Hayashl is re- 
ported to have stated that a proposal 
iiad been made by the United States 
government for the adept ion of a treaty 
tor the reciprocal prohibition of im- 
migrants but tlie Japanese government 
did not agree to it, and was resolved 
not to agree to such an arrangement 
in future. The government was ill 
agreement with the view that the last 
clause of article 11. of tile existing 
treaty between Japan and America 
should be deleted and was determined 
to use its utmost endeavors to carry 
it through in the course of the nego- 
tiations for the revision of the treaty 
In 190!); but it was natural that the 
United Stales government would urge 
just as strongly that the clause be re- 
turned. The government at present 
had no plan formulated for obtaining 
the removal of the clause. 

The government was convinced of 
the necessity of sending a commission 
to America as suggested by .Mr. Yam- 
oka, and Viscount Hayashl believed 
that plan would be carried out. 

Viscount Hayashl in an Interview 
with Osaka Malnichl said it appeared 
to be believed in American circles that 
if tin 1 despatches which have passed 
between the two governments were 
published the public mind would be 
cleared of misunderstandings. from 
the Japanese official point of view, lie 
believed, this course would make' mat- 
ters worse, and the authorities would 
not be ruled by outsiders in this mat- 
ter. A representative of the foreign 
office at Tokio will shortly proceed to 
San Francisco. 

While the majority of Japanese 
newspapers discuss the Han Francisco 
question calmly several received by 
the C. I'. It. liner have a most belliger- 
ent tone. The Hochl Shlm.bun, organ 
of Count Okuma, says In its remarks 
a.-mnt the question: "It is hoped the 
American government will take the 
proper measures and will know that 
Japan does not keep a standing army 
is a mere ornament." 

A Tokio economical magazine, the 
Toyo Keizal, urges Japanese to be de- 
termined and not permit racial pre- 
judice to overstep the bounds. The 
paper adds: "When they go to the 
extreme of arrogance and tyranny 
pressing on our nationals there is no 
way of rescuing the situation, hut that 
of gun tire'." It concludes by urging 
the government to no firm, declaring 
that if need be. In upholding Japan's 
national dignity, "we should not re- 
e to go to war." Some of the news- 
papers take the more belligerent pa- 
pers to task for their statements.

Member of Victoria Firm Tells 
of Conditions As He Saw 
Them 



The following Interview nitti Oeorge 
U Blackstock, of Blackstock .v.- Co 
real estate agents, Victoria and Re- 
glna appears in a recent issue of the 
Keglna Daily Standard: 

"Alter a tour of eight days through 
he wheat fields of the north country 
George G. Blackstock returned to the 
city last night and to the Standard 
today he gave a story of bright pros- 
pects for the season. His trip took in 
the districts of Wadena. North Battle- 
ford, Quill Lake, Humboldt, Langham, 
Warman and Baltleford, and during 
that time he saw not one field of 
wheat that did not look well. The 
rains have been general all over the 
province, and ,tjie wheat was seeded 
In good shape. ft is now well ad- 
vanced, and will average about four 
Inches In height. The best fields to 
be found, however, are right at fondle, 
seven miles northwest of Reglna, 
where the grain is between four and 
five inches high and looking fresh 
and green. 

"Despite the renorts to the contrary 
which have "been sent out, Mr. Black- 
stock comes home Cully convinced that 
the acreage tills y.-ar will be very 
considerably Increased over last. Tak- 
ing the summer Fallow and breaking 
together, lie believes there will be a 
somewhat larger area in crop this year 
than was the ease during tlie season 
of 1906. A large acreage is in crop 
for the first time, on the new land, 
and many settlers are this year to take 
off their first harvest. 

"Settlers are coining in fast these 
days, In- says, the Canadian North- 
ern main line trains having big loads 
lo haul. The settlers all go as far as 
Warman and branch off from that 
town. At Warman the other day he 
saw one ('. X. R. freight train of 20 
box ears. 28 of which were loaderl 
with settlers' pffects, and l< presented 
as many families coining into the 
country."

FRANCE SIMMERS DOWN 

Disturbance in the Wine District 
Thoroughly Suppressed 

Paris, June '_':.'. — A profound sense of 
relief pervades the French capital to- 
night at tho chock to the outbreak In 
tho south, which la described by ex- 
Promler Rlbot as the worst internal 
crisis in France in the past 37 years, j 
The government now apparently Is 
satisfied that It has the situation well | 
In hand. Overwhelming forces ofl 
troops garrison the whole area to pre- 
vent a recrudesence of the armed re- 
volt against the central power. Such 
a mobilization of military forces has 
not previously been witnessed In the 
life of the third republic. 

Tonight's despatches represent that 
a general surface calm prevails, al- 
though there are one or two storm 
centers In Isolated districts. There 
are some evidences, too, of anxiety 
over possible developments" tomorrow, I 
Monday being Franco's favori te day 
for a demontsratlon. Both the civil | 
and the military authorities, however, | 
have made ample preparations for all 
eventualities. 

Senators and deputies representing 
the south called at the Elysee Palace 
tonight and asked President Fallieres 
lo Intervene personally to secure the 
release ot the members of the Argcl- 
liors committee under arrest, as the 
surest means for ensuring pacifica- 
tion.

The engineer saw the great 
danger that threatened tho people on 
the train and he rushed through the 
Ilames, clambered Into his locomotive 
again and pulled his train over the 
bridge. Fortunately the train did not 
catch fire. When the train was safe 
the men crowded nut, and forming a 
bucket brigade, :;oon put the lire out.

Sliove Gallion Not Disgraced 

"Though beaten he was not exactly 
disgraced, for he is in all probability 
a brilliant mller, and this view of his 
merits had been more than once sug- 
gested in this column. Orby is a 
chestnut of tlie upstanding, command- 
ing type. He Is bigger than his sire. 
Ormc, was. being rather more on tlie 
leg, and he has a grand forehand, well 
turned quarters and great length of 
limb. He looks like galloping all over, 
and If he does not show quite the pro- 
nounced quality of Slleve Gallion he is 
a bigger and grander horse. The can- 
non bones of his forelegs are thought 
to be a little short and his heels show- 
ed signs of soreness, but he was evi- 
dently a well trained horse, and when 
lie returned to scale after his victory 
ho was as cool as a cucumber, though 
his flanks showed that he had gone 
through a severe struggle.

New Liner Will Replace Sonoma- 
Princcss May Returns From 
Skagway 



With 843 passengers on board and 
a Cull cargo, Including valuable ship- 
ments of silk, new tea, opium and 
general Japanese and Chinese mer- 
chandise on board, R. M. S. Empress 
of Japan reached port yesterday at 
noon after a passage of 11 days from 
Yokohama, on schedule time although 
she left twenty hours late. The voy- 
age was full of Incident. When bound 
out live of her crew were left at Wil- 
liam Head owing to an outbreak of 
smallpox, and on arriving at Yoko- 
hama, she was again ordered into 
quarantine by the Japanese officials, 
owing to two eases of sickness hav- 
ing broken out during the voyage. Re- 
turning, however, the Empress had a 
clear bill of health, and all of her 
large complement of passenger were 

The saloon arrivals included Rev. 
Dr. Carman, general superintendent 
of the Methodist church in Canada, 
and Dr. Sutherland, secretary, the 
latter debarked here while Dr. Carman 
proceeded easl. A number of local 
Methodists, headed by Rev. G. K. B. 
Adams of the Metropolitan Method- 
ist church met them on the arrival of 
the boat. Col. Blunt, a British army 
officer from India; Paul Dietrich, a 
prominent banking official of Yoko- 
hama; J. N. Drysdale, a millionaire 
merchant from Buenos Ayres, return- 
ing to the Argentine after a trip 
around the world; J. W. Ladd, a 
prominent Portland banker, wdfe and 
family; Capt. Lambert, Count Sala. 
a well known diplomat, and Major 
Locke, were also among the arrivals. 

In the intermediate cabins there 
were 2 Europeans, 13 Japanese and 
27' Chinese, while the steerage held 611 
Chinese, S Hindus, and two stow- 
aways, one of whom was a European 
sailor, who after existing as a beach- 
comber for some time In the far east, 
smuggled himself on hoard the Em- 
press. Of the Chinese passengers 1GS 
were landed here, mostly returned 
men. 

The Empress brought news from 
Nagasaki that the Toyo Kisen has 
placed orders with the Mitsu Bishi 
dockyard there for the construction of 
a passenger steamer of 13,500 tons, 
and a vessel of 1,200 tons for convey- 
ing petroleum. 

Hongkong advices record a collis- 
ion between the steamers Choising 
and Verona In Sulphur strait. The 
Choising sank bow foremost. The 
salvage vessel Protector has commen- 
ced an attempt to refloat her. 

Advices from Hakodate state that 
the Russian steamer Roman, former- 
ly the British steamer Ovlngdean 
George, is badly ashore. A Hakodate 
correspondent writing on June 1, says: 
"She was from Vladivostok on a 
voyage via Hakodate. Japan to some 
fisheries In the Bering sea to catch 
and load a cargo of salmon for 
Hamburg, to carry which she is prop- 
erly fitted wil!i refrigerating appar- 
atus.. Save for some 500 tons of 
provisions, etc., she is empty, but in 
addition to her crew of Russians, she 
carries about inn Korean for work- 
ing the fisheries. Tin- writer visited 
her yesterday morning and found her 
lying* comfortaldy about a quartefr otf ;u 
mile from the shore, her nose point- 
ing away (east) and raised some three 
feet willi a list of about 2 1-3 degreej 
to starboard.

WINTER FISHING 

Experiment to be Tried by Cod-Fish- 
ers in Bering Sea 

Preparations are under way for the 
establishment of a ood-llshing station 
at Bristol bay, Alaska, for a Seattle 
fishing company, which proposes to 
try a novel experiment, winter fishing 
in Bering sea. Formerly the cod-fish- 
ing schoonors have made only one 
trip to tlie Northern blinks. Leaving 
here In May or June, the little boats 
return about I lie middle of August 
with their loads. Owing to the late- 
ness of the season, they are then put 
in somo other trade. 

As soon as the lumber is sent north 
for the station and it. is put up. the 
boats will remain in the Bering sea 
throughout the winter. The winter 
fishing will be largely in the nature of 
an experiment, As to whether or not 
the schooners wdll be able to fish In 
the Bering sea in winter remains to bo 
scon. 



I flu coast has been Increasing in lm 
portance Cor several years, cod-tisher- 
itien claim the eastern banks are in 
sufficient to supply the demand, and as 
a result the Alaskan banks have como 
Into great importance. 

The fishing for cod is done from 
dories with hand lines. The fishermen 
are paid a percentage of all they catch. 
Some of the men make several hundred 
dollars a trip. Skippers of the small 
schooners state the cod are plentiful 
around the Alaskan banks and if it 
were not for the heavy weather that Is 
frequently encountered the boats would 
get their loads without trouble. 

Bristol bay, the site of the new 
station, is located directly north of tho 
Alaskan peninsula in the Bering sea. 



PRESIDENT COMING 

P. C. S. S. Co's Now Steamer Will 
Replace Somona Sailing Today 

The new steamer President of the 
Pacific Coasi Steamship Company is 
tie- first commercial .steamer on the 
Pacific to lie equipped with wireless 
telegraph v, will arrive in port at 7.30 
p. m. today, to take freight and pass- 
engers for San Francisco. The Pre- 
sident, which arrived from Cape Nome 
a few days ago and was to have been 
placed on the Seattle- Vlctorla-San 
Francisco route about the end of this 
week, is to replace the steamer Sono- 
ma, which has been delayed on the 
Sound. 

The City of Puebla is to be with- 
drawn from the Puget Sound-San 
Francisco route and wall take the place 
of the steamer Santa Rosa, now run- 
ning between San Francisco and San 
Diego. Tile Santa Rosa will lie brought 
north and is to make an excursion 
trip to Alaska. Repairs will be made 
to the Santa. Rosa before .she starts 
north, leaving San Francisco about 
July 10. 



A DELAYED MESSAGE 

Turtle Captured After Carrying Sea 
Message for 26 Ydars 

A few days ago a great sea-turtle was 
captured at San Diego, Cal., by a 
fisherman, in whose net it had become 
entangled. Tho monster weighs 1,002 1/, 
pounds, almost a ton. and its shell is 
five feet two inches from tip to tip. On 
its back somewhat, plainly is burned or 
carved this inscription: "British ship 
Sea Bride, August 12, 1881, 3 south, SO 
west. If found pleaso notify Thomas 
Fletcher, Brawley Road Rlvingston 
England." 

It would appear from this that the 
turtle was captured twenty-six years 
ago in the South Pacific and that he 
was released after the lettering had 
been burned in its shell.

Winnipeg's Police Magistrate 
Tells of rlis Experience With 
Youthful Offenders 
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Hon. T. Mayiio Paly, formerly min- 
ister of the Interior and now police 
magistrate of Winnipeg, in the couse 
of a recent address in thai city dealt 
with the subject, "Youthful Delin- 
quency," his remarks being based on 
his experience on the bench. He is 
thus reported hi the Winnipeg free 
Press : 

"Tho speaker at the outset stated 
that liis purpose was to are 
same Interest which be look 
in trying to solve the problem 
lug successfully witli juvenll 
meaner and crime. 

"With regard to boys and girls 
alike, it was cue of the most serious 
questions the city and the v, hole 
country had to face. 

"Til.- worst eases which came be- 
fore him were not recruited from the 
lowor orders and the foreign speaking 
population of the north end, but Iron, 
ostensibly Christian and well conduct- 
ed homes that the saddest lapses 
came. 

Environment toe Cause 
"Environment had everything to do 
with the case, (in every side at the 
present moment citizens were taking 
a deep interest In their garden plots 
to rid their sweet peas of all weed 
companions. With still greuter zeal 
ought they to be jealously safeguard- 
ing their young people from bud com- 
pany and leading them Into associa- 
tions that would conduct them to a 
strong and unsullied manhood and 
womanhood. 

"Having spoken of that aspect of 
his work in which lie had to deal Willi 
young men who came to grief, lie re- 
ferred to the circumstance that to his 
recollection while there were about 
45 or 50 boys under guard in Portage 
la Prairie, there was at least an equal 
number under suspended sentence and 
surveillance in Winnipeg. Theft, 
housebreaking, etc., were the charges 
on which they were convicted. 

"What brought him there? In the 
old copy books he remembered the 
time-worn head line. Evil communi- 
cations corrupt good manners. That 
explained the whole thing. When ju- 
venile crime came to light, they found 
that a gang was a necessary accom- 
paniment, and to deal witli the indi- 
vidual you must get him away from 
the gang. 

"He never by any chanee'bommitted 
a boy for the first offence 

"When a youngster was apprehend- 
ed now bis parents were notified 
They appeared with lie- offender in 
the morning and the court was cleared 
of all that would lead the child to feel 
that he was being treated as a crim- 
inal. He was dealt with by tie- magis- 
trate in the presence of his parents, 
and the court officials alone, the idea 
being to show tlie parents how the boj 
ought to be treated at home. 
Fathers to Blame 
"Mr. Daly regretted that so man'- 
children were not properly managed 
at home, tile' chief offender being the 
father. He feared that a majority of 
men were a source of terror lo theh 
boys rather than a "chum" and a real 
friend to whom they could go with 
every counsel in their troubles. 

"A large number of fathers treated 
the home as a sort of bourdiug house 
The worst hour of the i 
father came home ami tl 
up for the whipping of tli 
a scolding all round. The 
den of the home was madi 
the poor mothers. 

"There were occasions of course in 
which the fathers were noi to blame, 
as in the case of engineers and com- 
mercial travellers, whose duties took 
thorn away a great deul from tin' 
home circle. 

"It was not to lie supposi d I ha I t he 
eases of delinquency he and others 
bad to deal witli were confined to 
boys. He regretted to say that inun> 
sad examples of girls came he-fop 
him. ami which could be largely true- 
indulgent mothers

BALM ACEDA'S MURDER 

Trial of Carlos Waddinnton, the Mur- 
derer Commences 

Brussels, June 24.— The trial of Car- 
les Waddlngton, tin- HI year old son 
of Sem.r Luis Waddlngton who was 
charge do affairs for Chili here, on tho 
charge of murdering Senor Balmaceda, 
secretary of- 1 lie Chilian legation on the 
24 last, opened today. 

Balmaceda was engaged to be mar- 
ried 10 Miss Waddlngton, tho daugh- 
ter of Senor Waddlngton, and a load- 
ing member of Brussel's society. The 
murder occurred on the evening of tho 
official dinner. A few days before tlie 
tragedy Balmaceda requested thp 
Waddlngtons to postpone the woddinf 
ceremony, and on tho morning of Feb- 
ruary 24 he called upon Mrs. Wad- 
dlngton, and announced his determin- 
ation to withdraw from tlie marriage 
altogether. He admitted, it is charged 
that lie had behaved Improperly to- 
wards P.Ii.ss Waddlgton, but accused, 
the woman of having misbehaved be- 
fore he met her. Later when young 
Carlos Waddlngton found his mother 
prostrated as the result of her Inter- 
view with Balmaceda, he drove to tho 
homo of the latter, who was his per- 
sonal friend, and after a quarrel shot 
and killed him. 

The contention of tho Balmaceda 
family i.s that tho Waddlngton family 
had tried 10 force tlie marriage upori 
tlie young secretary of tho legation, and 
that upon his refusal they resolved 
to get rid of him. 

Tho Waddlngtons submit as justi- 
fication for Carlo's act that Baimaceda 
had refused to redress tho wrong ho 
had done Miss Waddlngton. 

Tho prisoner, who was markedly 
nervous on entering tho court, quick- 
ly recovered his presence of mind. Tho 
trial is expected to last a long lime. 
There are ubout sixty witnesses to bo 
examined.
